"...These duties have some merit in certain areas hut in others are entirely too 
specific and appear to denigrate the position of DD/kR 0 far below the clear intent 
of the basic WRO agreement. Furthermore, any directive assigning duties to the 
DD/MRO should come only and directly from Dr. McMillan and shift, have prior approval 
of DCI . 


Pis take necessary action to prepare a draft revision of these duties to conform to 
the DCI's clear intent to have a full-time Deputy on duty at ERG in the chain of 
command on all matters . 

The duties of the Dir NRO Prog B need not necessarily conform to the duties of the 
DD/rmO since it is likely there will be a DD/NRO, a Dir, Prog B, and A DD/R, 
all three different people and all from CIA. The interrelationship of these three 
is a matter for the DCI's decision. 

It is the DCI's intention to require the withdrawal of the attached memo of 10 May 
and the reissuance over McMillan's signature of a proper terms of reference for 
the DD/nR 0. This information and intent shld not be discussed with the DOD 
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DD/ERO JOB - DUTIES
